While,  for  the  most  part,  no  unusual  conditions  are  to  be 
noted  in  the  work  of  the  various  Departments,  some  features 
may  be  briefly  referred  to. 

In  the  Department  of  Classics,  it  was  a  source  of  deep 
regret  that  at  the  beginning  of  the  Session  the  health  of 
Professor  Codd  was  so  much  impaired  that  he  was  off  duty 
until  the  Christmas  holidays.  Since  then,  however,  he  has 
taken  a  large  part  of  the  Honours  work  and  his. health  seems 
to  be  fully  restored. 
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The  size  of  the  Junior  Latin  class  calls  for  sub-division  as 
soon  as  this  is  found  practicable. 

The  Department  of  English  has  greatly  missed  the  coun¬ 
sel  and  work  of  Dean  Cappon,  to  whom  the  Board  of  Trustees 
granted  leave  of  absence  for  the  Session.  Although  the  work 
of  the  Department  has  been  much  heavier  this  year  than  usual 
for  the  other  members  of  the  Staff,  yet  each  member  has 
gladly  done  his  proper  share. 

In  the  Department  of  French  there  is  great  need  of  fur¬ 
ther  division  of  the  Junior  Class  as  soon  as  additional  instruc¬ 
tion  and  accommodation  can  be  provided. 

In  Mathematics  also  the  Head  of  the  Department  pleads 
for  additional  assistance  in  order  that  the  Junior  Class  should 
be  divided  into  smaller  units.  The  work  of  this  class  is  more 
satisfactory  than  in  previous  years,  as  the  two  hours’  teaching 
per  week  added  last  year  have  proved  very  valuable.  After 
this  year  the  Senior  Class  in  Mathematics  will  not  be  required 
on  any  University  Courses  leading  to  a  Degree,  although  still 
optional.  One  result  of  this  will  no  doubt  be  a  reduction  of 
the  number  taking  it. 

In  the  Department  of  Biology  the  request  is  urged  for  ad¬ 
ditions  to  the  Museum  specimens,  both  in  Arts  and  Medicine, 
and  also  for  more  apparatus  for  the  teaching  of  Experimental 
Physiology.  In  addition  to  the  regular  work  of  this  Depart¬ 
ment,  Professor  Knight  has  given  a  course  of  seven  lectures 
on  Physiology  and  Hygiene  to  students  in  the  Factulty  of 
Education. 

In  Botany,  as  there  will  next  year  be  an  additional  class 
of  60  or  more  of  the  Medical  students,  an  additional  instructor 
will  be  required,  and  as  the  class  would  have  to  be  divided  into 
two  sections  for  laboratory  work,  at  least  four  hours  per  week 
of  the  instructor’s  time  would  be  demanded  for  this  purpose. 
It  is  proposed  to  increase  the  accommodation  of  the  Botany 
class  room  by  substituting  a  level  floor  for  the  present  sloping 
floor,  and  by  introducing  some  other  arrangements  which  will 
make  the  room  more  completely  available  for  class  work. 

In  the  Department  of  Geology  it  would  be  greatly  in  the 
interests  of  the  students  if  they  could  have  more  laboratory 
work,  but  with  the  present  strength  of  the  Staff  this  is  im¬ 
practicable.  The  extra-mural  work  in  this  Department  was, 
during  the  past  year,  revised,  enlarged  and  put  on  a  new  basis 
of  instruction,  a  considerably  increased  amount  of  material  be¬ 
ing  issued  to  the  students.  The  results  have  been  very  en¬ 
couraging. 
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In  the  Department  of  Physics,  Professor  Clark  notes  two 
special  requisites:  (1)  An  additional  lecturer  to  assist  in 
laboratory  . instrutcion.  This  is  rendered  necessary  by  the  in¬ 
crease  of  time  devoted  to  Medical  students  and  by  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  Experiment  Honour  work.  (2)  Increased  facilities 
in  time  and  apparatus  for  Honour  work  and  for  re¬ 
search.  The  same  apparatus  is  often  required  for  students’ 
use  and  for  research  experiments,  so  that  the  work  is  thus 
greatly  hindered.  “To  develop  Final  Honour  work  and  orig¬ 
inal  investigation  by  Staff  and  advanced  students  we  must 
have  the  teaching  assistance  of  a  man  who  can  be  secured  at 
a  moderate  salary,  and  more  equipment”.  The  extra-mural 
work,  which  yields  good  results,  is  conducted  by  members  of 
the  Staff,  but  tutors  who  might  take  part  of  the  intra-mural 
work  are  required,  so  as  to  permit  the  Staff  advantageously 
to  continue  this  extra-mural  work. 


Extension  Courses  in  Banking. 

A  new  departure  is  contemplated  in  connection  with  the 
Department  of  Political  Science.  It  is  proposed  to  form  extra¬ 
mural  classes  in  Commerce  with  a  view  of  providing  in  some 
measure  for  the  fuller  training  of  bank  clerks  and  others  who 
may  be  concerned.  This  Course  would  not  demand  full  matri¬ 
culation  nor  lead  to  a  University  Degree,  but  a  Diploma  would 
be  issued  to  each  student  who  had  successfully  pursued  the 
course  of  instruction.  This  is  a  form  of  University  Exten¬ 
sion  Work,  for  which  there  seems  to  be  distinct  need,  and  it  is 
expected  that  many  young  men  engaged  in  banks  or  other 
commercial  institutions  would  avail  themselves  of  instruction 
such  as  is  given  in  various  Departments  of  the  University 
if  it  could  be  brought  within  their  reach.  It  is  only  by  an 
extra-mural  system  that  such  instruction  could  be  given,  and 
Queen’s  is  the  only  University  in  Canada  attempting  to  carry 
on  such  a  system  in  an  efficient  way  along  lines  similar  to 
those  successfully  pursued  by  the  Universities  of  Chicago  and 
Wisconsin. 

Professor  Skelton  submits  the  following  statement  re¬ 
garding  the  arrangements  and  prospects  of  this  Course: 

It  will  be  recalled  that  at  its  annual  meeting  in  Septem¬ 
ber,  1913,  the  Canadian  Bankers’  Association  approved  in  gen¬ 
eral  terms  the  proposals  submitted  by  Queen’s  University  to 
establish  extension  courses  in  banking  and  allied  subjects, 
and  appointed  a  Committee,  consisting  of  Messrs.  Alexander 
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Laird,  General  Manager  of  the  Bank  of  Commerce,  H.  B. 
Mackenzie,  General  Manager  of  the  Bank  of  British  North 
America,  and  George  P.  Scholfield,  General  Manager  of  the 
Standard  Bank,  to  arrange  details.  During  the  session  sev¬ 
eral  interviews  were  held  with  this  Committee  and  with  the 
President  of  the  Association,  Mr.  D.  R.  Wilkie.  It  was  found 
that  while  some  bankers  were  chiefly  interested  in  advanced 
courses  which  would  give  members  of  their  staff  a  grasp  of 
the  broader  aspects  of  financial  and  economic  questions, 
others  emphasized  more  strongly  the  need  for  instruction  and 
testing  in  elementary  work.  A  plan  was  finally  arranged 
which  makes  it  possible  to  cover  both  fields,  consistently  with 
the  policy  of  the  University  in  confining  its  own  instruction 
to  subjects  of  college  grade.  It  was  provided  that  Queen’s 
University  should,  on  behalf  of  and  with  the  sanction  of  the 
Canadian  Bankers’  Association,  undertake  in  Canada  practi¬ 
cally  the  work  carried  on  by  the  Institute  of  Bankers  in  the 
United  Kingdom.  A  comprehensive  scheme  was  outlined, 
divided  into  a  preliminary  or  Associates’  course,  and  an  ad¬ 
vanced  or  Fellows’  course.  In  both  courses  the  University, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Association,  is  to  draw  up  syllabuses, 
hold  examinations  and  award  diplomas.  In  addition  the 
University  will  provide  extra-mural  assistance  to  students  in 
the  advanced  courses  who  desire  help ;  arrangements  are  being 
made  whereby  other  institutions  will  provide  efficient  instruc¬ 
tion  in  the  preliminary  work;  students  may  of  course  prepare 
themselves  privately  or  in  any  other  way  if  they  prefer. 

The  courses  as  agreed  upon  are  of  a  much  more  compre¬ 
hensive  character  than  originally  planned: 

Associates’  Course. 

1.  Practical  Banking. 

2.  Commercial  and  Foreign  Exchange  Arithmetic. 

3.  English  Composition  and  Bank  Correspondence. 

4.  Bank  and  Commercial  Geography. 

5.  Bills  of  Exchange  Act. 

Fellows’  Course. 

1.  Economics. 

2.  Money  and  Banking. 

3.  Corporation  Finance. 

4.  Advanced  Accounting  and  Auditing. 

5.  Practical  Banking. 

6.  Commercial  Law.

Owing  to  the  length  of  time  taken  in  working  out  this 
arrangement  and  the  more  extensive  scope  of  the  new  courses, 
it  was  decided  not  to  begin  instruction  until  next  September. 
Meanwhile  a  syllabus  for  both  courses  has  been  drawn  up  and 
submitted  to  the  Bankers’  Association.  During  the  summer 
it  is  planned  to  prepare  the  instruction  lessons  for  the  higher 
courses,  and  complete  the  organization  of  both  sections.  It 
will  be  necessary  to  secure  expert  assistance  for  courses  4  and 
5  above  (Fellows’  Course).  Tentative  arrangements  have  been 
made  with  Mr.  H.  M.  P.  Eckhardt,  who  has  had  many  years’ 
experience  in  responsible  banking  situations,  and  also  in  finan¬ 
cial  journalism,  to  prepare  lessons  to  supplement  the  text  book 
adopted,  Mr.  Stewart-Patterson’s  “Practical  Banking,”  and  to 
revise  the  answers  to  questions.  Good  men  are  also  available 
for  the  course  in  Advanced  Accounting,  but  a  choice  has  not 
yet  been  suggested.  The  remainder  of  the  courses  in  the 
Fellows’  Section  will  be  prepared  by  Dr.  Swanson  and  Dr.  Skel¬ 
ton  during  the  summer.  It  is  proposed  to  secure  the  assist¬ 
ance  of  post  graduate  students  or  fellows,  say  two  or  three,  as 
may  be  required,  to  assist  in  revising  the  answer  papers  in  the 
latter  courses,  during  the  winter  session. 

It  is  planned  to  charge  students  enrolling  for  the  Fellows’ 
Course  a  fee  of  $40,  or  $36  in  advance,  for  the  complete  course 
of  instruction  given.  The  student  may  take  the  lessons  and 
examination  in  one  year,  or,  as  will  more  usually  be  done,  may 
spread  it  over  two  years.  Several  of  the  banks  have  already 
signified  their  willingness  to  advance  the  tuition  fees  required 
in  either  course,  and  to  repay  the  whole  or  part  to  members  of 
the  staff  who  succeed  in  passing  the  examinations;  in  addi¬ 
tion,  some  will  provide  a  cash  bonus.  This  point  will  be 
taken  up  with  all  the  General  Managers  individually,  and  it  is 
expected  that  the  majority  will  agree  to  somewhat  similar  ar¬ 
rangements. 

The  expense  of  holding  the  examinations  for  both  courses 
has  not  yet  been  definitely  provided  for ;  either  an  examination 
fee  will  be  levied  on  the  student  writing,  or,  as  is  more  proba¬ 
ble,  each  bank  will  undertake  to  meet  a  share  of  the  expense 
proportioned  to  the  number  of  its  staff  writing.  The  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Association  has  very  willingly  agreed  to  this  ar¬ 
rangement,  so  far  as  the  Imperial  Bank  is  concerned,  and  it 
is  anticipated  that  other  General  Managers  when  approached 
will  take  the  same  position. 

It  may  be  added  that  it  is  not  probable  that  the  numbers 
taking  the  Advanced  or  Fellows’  Course  will  be  large  for  the 
first  year  or  so;  they  will  at  the  outset  be  recruited  chiefly 
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from  men  who  have  passed  the  Preliminary  Examinations  in 
the  Bankers’  Institutes  of  the  United  Kingdom  or  other  satis¬ 
factory  equivalents,  or  are  agreed  upon  by  the  General  Mana¬ 
gers  concerned  and  the  authorities  at  Queen’s  as  entitled  to 
exemption  from  the  Associates’  Examination. 

The  University  is  greatly  indebted  to  the  courtesy  and  the 
sympathetic  and  painstaking  consideration  displayed  by  all 
the  members  of  the  Canadian  Bankers’  Association,  and  par¬ 
ticularly  by  President  D.  R.  Wilkie,  the  members  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  Messrs.  Laird,  Mackenzie  and  Scholfield,  and  Mr. 
Stewart-Patterson,  of  the  Bank  of  Commerce. 


The  Summer  School  of  1913. 

Professor  MacClement  reports  regarding  the  Summer 
School  as  follows: — 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  the  following  report  of 
the  Summer  School  of  Queen’s  University,  open  from  July  2nd 
to  August  13th,  1913.

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Many  students  attended  other  classes  as  visitors  beside 
those  in  which  they  were  registered.  This  privilege  in  the 
lecture  courses  was  extended  by  all  the  professors. 

Total  number  of  students,  43. 

The  slight  decrease  in  numbers  from  last  year’s  atten¬ 
dance  is  due  to  several  causes,  of  which  might  be  mentioned 
the  government  schools  for  physical  drill,  at  which  teachers 
receive  a  salary  of  $14  per  week  for  attendance  as  well  as 
an  increased  salary  for  teaching  the  work. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  class  work,  there  were  given  on 
three  afternoons  of  each  week  at  five  o’clock,  lectures  of  gen¬ 
eral  interest  open  to  the  public  and  mostly  illustrated.  The 
attendance  at  these  addresses  has  increased  each  year,  and 
during  this  last  summer  practically  every  student  attended  the 
whole  course.  The  daily  newspapers  had  representatives 
present,  and  published  outlines  of  most  of  the  discourses.  A 
considerable  number  of  citizens  of  Kingston  as  well  as  of  sum¬ 
mer  visitors  take  advantage  of  this  course  of  lectures,  and 
express  themselves  as  highly  pleased  with  this  form  of  univer¬ 
sity  extension.  The  speakers  and  their  subjects  were  as  fol¬

The  Saturday  field  days  were  attended  by  a  large  propor¬ 
tion  of  the  students,  and  most  of  the  day  was  spent  in  the 
open  air.  Biological  and  Nature  Study  talks,  illustrated  by 
means  of  the  plants,  animals,  rocks,  soil,  and  waters  of  the 
various  localities  visited,  found  interested  hearers,  and  it  was 
felt  that  such  outings  serve  excellently  to  neutralize  a  tendency 
toward  too  close  and  continuous  study  on  the  part  of  our  ex¬ 
tremely  earnest  summer  students. 
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A  few  students  came  for  a  Three  Weeks'  Course,  but, — as 
in  the  preceding  year, — wished  to  obtain  from  the  regular 
classes  offered,  all  they  could  during  the  time  they  could  spare, 
desiring  no  special  arrangement  or  subjects. 

The  experiment  of  a  class  in  Elementary  Art  found  only 
a  few  desirous  of  studying  this  subject,  and  this  makes  clear 
the  reason  for  the  bonus  offered  by  the  Department  of  Educa¬ 
tion  to  induce  teachers  to  qualify  for  the  work.  The  stu¬ 
dents  who  undertook  the  course  were,  however,  very  enthu¬ 
siastic  regarding  the  instruction  they  received,  and  we  have 
to  decide  that  not  a  sufficient  number  require  the  work  to 
make  it  necessary  for  us  to  continue  to  offer  it. 

Renewed  evidence  of  the  satisfaction  of  our  students  with 
the  opportunity  afforded  by  our  Summer  School  is  given  by 
their  earnest  attempt  to  induce  the  Ontario  Minister  of  Educa¬ 
tion  to  grant  it  an  appropriation  from  provincial  funds.  Al¬ 
though  their  registration  cards  show  that  95  out  of  the  106 
different  students  of  1910,  ’ll,  ’12  and  ’13  are  either  now 
teaching  or  are  preparing  for  teachers’  certificates,  the  De¬ 
partment  insists  that,  since  most  of  them  expect  to  become 
graduates,  they  are  therefore  beyond  the  field  for  which  the 
Department  is  responsible. 

The  Provincial  University  is  evidence  that  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  Ontario  seeks  to  qualify  men  and  women  as  teachers 
for  High  Schools  and  Inspectors  for  Ontario.  This  is  the 
work  we  are  doing  in  the  most  direct  way — working  with  and 
for  those  already  in  the  teaching  profession.  The  position 
taken  by  the  Minister  of  Education  regarding  our  Summer 
School  is  therefore,  we  think,  untenable,  unless  he  disclaims 
all  responsibility  for  education  beyond  the  subjects  of  the 
High  Schools. 

In  addition  to  the  above  mentioned  effort  by  the  Summer 
students,  a  committee  representing  them,  and  consisting  of 
Capt.  R.  S.  Simpson,  J.  T.  Curtis  and  J.  A.  Ramsay,  Ottawa, 
Mrs.  S.  E.  Revelle  and  Miss  L.  M.  Ryder  of  Kingston,  Miss 
M.  Higginson,  B.A.,  of  Hawkesbury,  and  W.  H.  Tuke  of  Bramp¬ 
ton,  prepared  and  sent  to  each  member  of  the  Legislative  As¬ 
sembly  in  Ontario,  a  memorial  setting  forth  the  work  of  our 
Summer  School  and  its  claims  for  Provincial  assistance.  They 
have  also  prepared,  published  and  distributed  four  thousand 
copies  of  a  handsome  booklet,  well  calculated  to  stimulate  their 
fellow  teachers  to  systematic  summer  study  and  to  make 
Queen’s  University  their  Mecca  for  this  work. 

Enthusiastic  and  earnest  addresses,  advertising  the  ad¬ 
vantages  of  Queen’s,  have  also  been  made  at  many  Teachers’ 
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Institutes  during  the  past  year,  and  circular  letters  from  this 
committee  to  teachers  and  inspectors,: — altogether  represent 
an  excellent  advertising  campaign. 

It  is  the  hope  of  all  who  know  the  work  of  the  Summer 
School  that  the  attendance  this  year  may  indicate  a  sufficient 
demand  for  its  continuance,  and  show  that  its  promoters  are 
not  too  far  in  advance  of  the  educational  conditions  in  Ontario.

The  following  additions  were  made  to  the  Library  during 
the  Session  1913-1914:

This  includes  a  valuable  donation  from  Dr.  James  Douglas, 
of  New  York,  of  the  whole  series  of  The  Hakluyt  Collection 
(131  volumes)  and  large  contributions  from  the  library  of  the 
late  Dr.  Campbell  of  Renfrew,  Professor  W.  L.  Grant,  Professor 
W.  B.  Munro  of  Harvard  University,  and  Major  L.  Shannon, 
besides  the  usual  generous  gifts  of  the  British,  .U.  S.,  Canadian 
and  Foreign  Governments. 

In  spite  of  rapidly  increasing  difficulties  owing  to  lack  of 
space  and  accommodation,  the  library  work  among  both  intra¬ 
mural  and  extra-mural  students  has  been  very  satisfactory, 
largely  owing  to  the  efficient  and  conscientious  work  of  the 
Library  Staff,  who  are  rendering  excellent  service,  in  spite  of 
adverse  conditions.  The  Consulting  Library  has  been  in  con¬ 
stant  use  and  we  frequently  receive  expressions  of  apprecia¬ 
tion  for  the  facilities  afforded.  We  hope  before  the  next 
Session  to  have  the  supply  of  books  on  the  shelves  further  in¬ 
creased.  It  may  be  necessary  to  equip  the  Red  Room  in  the 
New  Arts  Building  in  the  same  way,  but  there  are  difficulties 
which  make  it  doubtful  whether  this  is  desirable  at  present. 

We  are  installing  nine  large  additional  book-cases,  in  the 
alcoves  of  the  Library  gallery.  These  are  all  of  the  latest  de¬ 
sign  and  will  be  used  in  the  new  Library,  when  we  get  it.  We 
hope  these  cases  will  give  us  sufficient  book  accommodation 
for  another  year  or  two,  but  as  their  installation  lessens  the 
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space  at  our  disposal  for  working,  the  congestion  of  present 
conditions  is  increased  in  other  ways.

The  Alumni  Conference. 

In  accordance  with  the  announcement  in  last  year’s 
Report,  the  Twenty-second  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Theological 
Alumni  Association  was  held  during  the  first  week  of  Novem¬ 
ber,  1913.  The  attendance  was  quite  up  to  the  average  and 
the  programme  was  exceptionally  interesting  and  profitable. 
Professor  T.  Callander,  Chancellor’s  Lecturer  for  the  year,  took 
as  his  subject  “The  Passing  of  Paganism  in  the  Eastern  Roman 
Provinces” ;  one  of  the  four  Lectures  was  illustrated  with  lime¬ 
light  views  prepared  from  photographs  taken  by  the  Lecturer 
in  Asia  Minor.  Two  other  illustrated  lectures  were  delivered 
by  Professors  Nicol  and  Morison,  the  former  speaking  on 
“Forms  of  Water,”  and  the  latter  on  “Notes  from  a  Recent 
Visit  to  Iceland.”  The  papers  read  by  the  visiting  Alumni 
and  the  discussions  that  ensued  made  it  evident  that  the  Con¬ 
ference  still  fulfils  the  intention  of  its  founders  and  deals  in  a 
helpful  and  illuminating  way  with  problems  of  vital  interest 
to  modern  society. 

The  Twenty-third  Annual  Conference  will  be  held  from 
November  9th  to  November  13th  of  this  year.  The  first  draft 
of  the  programme  is  now  printed  and  indicates  that  the  inter¬ 
est  and  profit  of  previous  meetings  will  be  fully  sustained. 
Professor  A.  L.  Clark,  as  Chancellor’s  Lecturer,  will  speak  on 
“Modern  Physical  Science  and  its  Achievements”,  and  special 
addresses  will  be  given  by  Professor  Cappon  of  the  University, 
Rev.  Dr.  R.  Bruce  Taylor,  of  Montreal,  and  Rev.  Chancellor 
Bowles,  of  Victoria  University,  Toronto.

The  Alumnae  Association. 

To  the  Principal  of  Queen’s  University, 

The  Alumnae  Association  begs  to  make  the  following  re¬ 
port  : — 

The  Association  was  re-organized  three  years  ago  on  the 
initiative  of  some  women  students  then  attending  college,  for 
the  purpose  of  serving  as  a  bond  of  union  among  the  Alumnae 
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of  the  University,  of  promoting  any  scheme  for  the  special 
benefit  of  the  women  students,  and  of  promoting  the  general 
interests  of  the  University. 

The  immediate  work  undertaken  was  the  raising  of  $50,000 
for  the  building  of  a  Women’s  Residence  in  connection  with 
the  University.  During  the  three  years  subscriptions 
amounting  to  over  $21,000  have  been  collected,  of  which 
amount  $16,309.16  including  interest  has  been  paid  in. 

The  interest  taken  in  the  scheme  by  the  women  students 
at  present  attending  the  University  is  shown  by  the  fact  that 
the  different  years  have  subscribed  generously  to  the  fund. 
The  year  1914  having  recently  promised  $1210.00  as  their 
memorial. 

The  Association  has  also  a  committee  on  the  Representa¬ 
tion  of  Women  and  through  this  committee  has  for  three  years 
secured  the  election  of  a  woman  graduate  to  the  University 
Council. 

A  committee  on  Household  Science  has  been  investigating 
the  status  of  that  Faculty  in  other  Universities,  in  order  to  be 
able  to  present  intelligent  views  upon  the  advisability  and  feasi¬ 
bility  of  establishing  such  a  faculty  at  Queen’s. 

The  Association  has  now  137  paid  up  members  and  is  in 
touch  with  practically  all  the  women  graduates  and  many  of 
the  other  alumnae.  It  has  been  possible  to  invite  Miss 
Addison,  Dean  of  Annesley  Hall,  Victoria  College,  Toronto,  to 
give  an  address  at  the  annual  meeting  on  April  10th. 

The  Association  wishes  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Trus¬ 
tees  to  the  excellent  work  which  is  being  done  for  the  Univer¬ 
sity  in  the  present  small  Residence  under  the  direction  of  Miss 
Mowat.  For  the  past  ten  years  Miss  Mowat  has  practically 
given  her  services  to  the  University  and  the  hundred  odd 
women  students,  who  during  that  time  have  been  able  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  privileges  of  the  residence  have  found  in  her 
an  ever-ready  friend  and  adviser.

The  Alma  Mater  Society. 

The  past  session  has  been  a  most  successful  one  for  all 
the  organizations  under  the  control  of  the  Alma  Mater  Society. 
The  annual  A.  M.  S.  elections  were  marked  by  a  live  interest 
shown  by  most  of  the  intra-mural  students.  If  there  has  at 
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times  been  a  falling  off  in  attendance  at  the  regular  Saturday 
night  meetings,  it  was  due  mainly  to  so  many  conflicting  at¬ 
tractions  and  activities  in  College  this  session. 

There  have  been  some  perhaps  unfortunate  complications 
in  the  work  of  the  Society,  particularly  in  regard  to  the  proper 
control  of  social  events  during  the  College  term.  It  is  hoped, 
however,  that  these  will  serve  as  guide  posts  to  a  proper  read¬ 
justment  of  parts  of  the  Society’s  constitution. 

One  more  athletic  organization,  viz.,  the  Rifle  Association, 
has  been  brought  under  the  control  of  the  Society  with  a  defin¬ 
ite  constitution. 

The  session  has  been  a  successful  one  in  Athletics.  Only 
one  championship  has  been  brought  to  the  University,  but  that 
is  the  highly  coveted  Hockey  Championship.  Our  Hockey 
Club,  both  the  executive  and  players,  deserve  the  highest  com¬ 
mendation.  Our  Rugby  season  has  also  been  very  encourag¬ 
ing.  The  management  and  training  of  this  Club  has  been  in  a 
more  or  less  experimental  stage  for  the  past  two  sessions  but, 
judging  from  the  improvement  made  this  session,  the  prospects 
look  bright  for  the  coming  year.  The  Society  owes  a  great 
deal  to  Professor  Malcolm  in  this  connection.  His  active  in¬ 
terest  in  the  team  and  the  self-sacrificing  way  in  which  he  has 
given  of  his  time  to  the  work  of  coaching  the  men  has  been 
highly  appreciated  by  the  students. 

The  Boxing,  Wrestling  and  Fencing  Club,  which  is  perhaps 
without  exception  the  most  faithful  club,  as  far  as  training  is 
concerned,  has  been  recently  raised  to  the  standard  of  the 
major  teams  in  granting  to  each  man  who  wins  a  place  on  the 
Intercollegiate  team  his  “Q”  and  a  crest  if  he  wins  his  event. 

Financially,  the  Athletic  Committee  has  had  a  good  year. 
The  attendance  at  the  Rugby  games  has  been  encouraging. 
The  control  of  the  Covered  Rink  has  been  the  means  of  placing 
the  Committee  upon  a  better  financial  basis.  The  rink  has 
been  improved  in  seating  accommodation  since  coming  under 
the  control  of  the  A.  M.  S.,  and  further  improvements  are  con¬ 
templated.  The  A.  M.  S.  took  a  wise  step  at  the  annual  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Athletic  Committee  on  March  14,  1914,  in  appointing 
Mr.  John  Dawson  as  permanent  secretary  of  the  committee. 
Mr.  Dawson  is  familier  with  every  phase  of  the  work  and  has 
proven  himself  to  be  an  efficient  financier. 

The  Journal  has  just  completed  its  fourteenth  year  as  the 
official  organ  of  the  A.  M.  S.  and  the  third  year  as  a  semi¬ 
weekly  newspaper.  It  has  received  splendid  support  from 
the  students  and  graduates  and  the  Magazine  Supplement,  is¬ 
sued  twice  during  the  session,  has  attained  to  a  very  high  stan- 
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dard  of  literary  excellence  and  has  merited  comments  of  praise 
from  many  quarters.  The  Journal’s  Short  Story  Competition 
was  a  new  and  successful  feature  for  the  purpose  of  encour¬ 
aging  original  effort  in  story  writing.  The  A.  M.  S.  organ 
has  a  particularly  bright  future. 

The  Music  and  Drama  Committee  is  an  important  factor 
in  student  activity.  It  has  under  its  supervision  the  Musical 
and  Dramatic  Clubs  of  the  University.  The  Dramatic  Club 
was  unfortunate  in  not  being  allowed  to  produce  Arnold  Ben¬ 
nett’s  play  entitled  “Mile  Stones,”  but  they  showed  themselves 
equal  to  the  occasion  by  preparing  an  original  play  “A  Fool’s 
Holiday,”  the  composition  of  Mr.  C.  Girdler,  B.A. 

The  annual  concert  of  the  Choral  Society  was  an  unquali¬ 
fied  success.  The  present  flourishing  condition  of  this  Society 
is  largely  due  to  the  efforts  of  their  director,  Mr.  Arthur  Craig. 

The  Students’  Orchestra  had  unprecedented  success  under 
the  leadership  of  Col.  Light.  In  addition  to  the  joint  concert 
with  the  Choral  Society  they  were  able  to  give  an  independent 
entertainment  in  December. 

The  Music  and  Drama  Committee  afforded  those  interest¬ 
ed  in  music  in  the  University  and  in  the  City  the  opportunity  of 
hearing  Mr.  Arthur  Friedheim,  the  Russian  pianist,  and  also 
Miss  Kathleen  Parlow,  the  foremost  lady  violinist  of  the  world. 


Young  Mens’  Christian  Association. 

The  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association  has  had  a  year  of 
distinct  progress. 

In  the  Autumn  a  strong  reception  committee  met  the  new 
students  and  assisted  them  in  the  search  for  suitable  boarding 
houses.  Eighteen  weekly  meetings  were  held  during  the  ses¬ 
sion,  the  most  successful  being  those  addressed  by  Dr.  Skelton, 
Rev.  John  McNeill,  Dr.  Watson,  Dr.  Herridge,  and  Dr.  Zwemer. 
The  Sunday  Morning  Bible  Class  conducted  by  Professor  Mori- 
son  is  filling  a  large  place  in  the  student  life.  During  the  year 
the  average  attendance  was  raised  to  about  one  hundred  and 
fifty  men  and  women.  Our  group  Bible  study  and  mission 
study  classes  were  less  successful  than  the  other  departments. 
Only  twelve  of  the  latter  and  five  of  the  former  were  main¬ 
tained  although  over  twice  that  number  were  organized. 

The  Association,  co-operating  with  the  Young  Women’s 
Association,  conducted  services  at  the  House  of  Industry  every 
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Sabbath  during  the  session.  Very  helpful  meetings  brought 
a  gleam  of  sunshine  into  the  rest  days  of  the  aged. 

In  December,  we  organized  a  Social  Service  department  to 
undertake  the  work  of  teaching  English  to  the  Southern  Euro¬ 
pean  and  Chinese  immigrants  of  the  city.  We  enrolled  fifty- 
five  Europeans,  practically  every  man  in  the  city,  and  twenty- 
seven  Chinese.  The  work  has  been  highly  successful  and  has 
not  suffered  for  lack  of  willing  workers. 

If  it  were  possible  to  have  larger  quarters,  where  a  greater 
percentage  of  the  students  could  be  reached  through  personal 
contact,  our  Association  would  soon  occupy  a  foremost  place 
in  the  life  of  the  University. 


No.  5  Company,  Canadian  Engineers. 

The  following  report  is  submitted  by  Professor  MacPhail, 
Major  in  commpand: — 

During  the  past  session,  the  work  of  the  Company  has 
been  very  satisfactory.  Annual  Training  was  held  at  Barrie- 
field  in  April,  1913,  at  which  seventy-five  of  the  members  of 
the  Company  were  present.  All  branches  of  Military  Engin¬ 
eering  were  taken  up.  In  particular,  a  military  suspension 
bridge  with  a  span  of  ninety  feet  was  constructed  of  materials 
found  near  at  hand.  This  bridge,  and  the  work  of  the  Com¬ 
pany  in  general,  received  favourable  mention  in  the  report  of 
General  Sir  Ian  Hamilton  on  the  Canadian  Militia.  During 
the  winter  months  1913-14,  the  Company  carried  on  Infantry 
and  Engineering  Drill  in  the  local  Armouries,  and  at  the 
Annual  Inspection  on  the  22nd  of  February,  by  Colonel 
Maunsell,  received  the  certificate  of  efficiency  from  the  In¬ 
specting  Officer. 

A  Provisional  School  was  also  held  and  was  largely  at¬ 
tended.  As  a  result,  during  the  year,  the  Company  has  quali¬ 
fied  twelve  lieutenants,  and  thirty-two  sergeants.  The  Com¬ 
pany  thus  is  somewhat  in  the  position  of  an  Officers’  Training 
Corps,  having  received  a  special  privilege  whereby  all  sappers 
may  qualify  for  the  rank  of  sergeant,  and  all  sergeants  for  the 
rank  of  lieutenant,  both  in  Infantry  and  Engineering. 

The  Annual  Training  for  1914  is  to  be  held  in  April  from 
the  20th  to  the  28th.  In  this  training  a  large  number  of  stu¬ 
dents  have  signified  their  intention  of  taking  part,  and  it  is 
expected  that  the  Camp  will  be  very  considerably  larger  than 
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that  of  last  year.  The  prospect  for  good  progress  in  the  fu¬ 
ture  is  now  reasonably  assured,  particularly  as  it  is  understood 
that  a  Drill  Hall  and  Gymnasium  is  to  be  provided  on  the 
College  grounds,  so  that  training  may  be  undertaken  without 
those  handicaps  under  which  the  Company  has  had  to  labour  in 
the  past. 


Report  of  the  Adviser  of  Women  Students. 

My  work  as  Adviser  of  Women  has  not  differed  materially 
this  year  from  that  of  the  two  preceding  years,  except  that  it 
has  increased  in  amount.  During  the  first  three  weeks  of  the 
session  I  kept  office  hours  at  the  University  nearly  all  day, 
never  less  than  six  hours  and  often  much  more.  From  that 
time  I  found  it  necessary  to  remain  in  my  office  from  two  to 
three  hours  each  day  only.  My  office  hours  have  been  spent 
in  arranging  plans  for  courses  of  study,  giving  help  in  finding 
boarding-places,  gathering  information  from  the  girls  about 
the  houses  in  which  they  had  rooms  or  table  board,  writing 
letters  to  extra  mural  students  or  to  girls  who  were  intending 
to  come  to  Queen’s  later  and  wished  help  in  arranging  their 
courses,  giving  advice  or  assistance  to  individual  girls  who 
came  to  me  for  it,  and  making  myself  generally  useful  to  the 
women  students  in  any  way  that  I  could.  My  relations  with 
the  girls  have  been  exceedingly  pleasant  throughout  the  year. 
I  cannot  imagine  happier  conditions  or  a  more  delightful  body 
of  young  women  to  work  with  than  those  I  have  come  to  know 
so  well  at  Queen’s.  The  Executive  bodies  of  the  Levana 
Society,  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  and  the  Levana  Council  have,  it  has 
seemed  to  me,  been  unusually  tactful  and  successful  in  per¬ 
forming  the  many  arduous  duties  incident  to  their  offices,  and 
T  wish,  with  your  permission,  to  embody  in  this  report  my 
hearty  congratulations  to  them  one  and  all  on  the  most  grati¬ 
fying  results  of  their  efforts,  and  my  sincere  thanks  for  the 
goodwill  which  they  have  manifested  to  me  both  publicly  and 
privately  throughout  the  year. 

Planning  and  giving  help  about  obtaining  schools  in  the 
West  has  taken  no  inconsiderable  portion  of  my  time  during 
the  last  two  months,  and  I  am  at  present  engaged  in  making 
arrangements  for  cars  starting  on  different  dates  to  convey 
Queen’s  girls  to  their  Western  destinations. 

I  have  given  a  great  deal  of  time  and  thought  this  year 
to  the  collecting  and  arranging  of  details  regarding  the  houses 
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in  which  the  girls  have  rooms  and  table  board.  Accompany¬ 
ing  this  report  you  will  find  descriptions  of  the  seventy  houses 
in  which  women  students  have  rooms.  These  seventy  houses 
do  not  include  the  Women’s  Residence,  where  sixteen  girls  are 
living  this  year;  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  of  Kingston,  where  fourteen 
girls  are  living;  or  the  houses,  fifteen  in  number,  where  girls 
are  living  with  relatives  or  friends  of  their  families.  Of  these 
seventy  houses,  the  girls  themselves  characterize  forty-five  as 
“excellent  places”  without  qualification;  five  as  “excellent 
places  except  in  one  particular”  which  they  have  in  each  case 
stated;  eight  as  “very  good  places”  without  qualification;  six 
as  very  good  places  except  in  one  respect”  which  they  have  in 
each  case  stated;  and  six  as  “fairly  good  places”  or  “not  very 
good  places.” 

The  rule  regarding  women  and  men  students  lodging  in 
separate  houses  has  been  carefully  kept  throughout  the  year. 
The  only  four  exceptions  have  been  by  special  permission,  after 
valid  reasons  had  been  given. 

The  health  of  the  girls  has,  on  the  whole,  been  very  good 
this  year.  There  were  a  few  cases  of  measles  among 
them  just  before  Christmas  and  during  the  Christ¬ 
mas  holidays,  but  no  one  was  very  seriously  ill. 

There  are  in  attendance  at  Queen’s  this  year  235  girls, 
of  whom  22  are  in  the  Faculty  of  Education  and  the  remainder 
in  Arts.  Of  these  235  girls,  16  are  living  in  the  Women’s 
Residence,  14  at  the  city  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  8  in  convents,  16  in  the 
homes  of  relatives  or  friends,  56  in  their  own  homes  in  Kings¬ 
ton,  and  the  remaining  125  in  the  seventy  houses  which  I 
have  described. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  gratitude  for  the  private 
office  which  the  University  has  recently  provided  for  my  work. 
My  duties  have  been  easier  and  pleasanter  since  I  have  been 
occupying  it,  and  the  girls  have  come  to  me  much  oftener  and 
have  talked  more  freely  than  under  the  semi-public  conditions, 
of  the  Red  Library.

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The  Museum. 

The  Curators  of  the  Biological  and  Ethnological  Museum 
report  as  follows : — 

The  additions  to  our  collections  during  the  past  year  have 
been : — 

(1)  An  Egg  of  the  Emperor  Goose, — a  bird  which  spends 
the  summer  on  the  north  coast  of  Alaskka,  and  the  winter  on 
the  south  coast  of  the  same  peninsula.  The  eggs  have  been 
seldom  procured,  and  are  correspondingly  valuable.  The 
donor  is  Capt.  Constantine  whose  father — the  late  Superinten¬ 
dent,  Charles  Constantine — established  the  first  N.  W.  M.  P. 
station  on  the  Yukon  River. 

(2)  An  interesting  and  instructive  collection  from  the 
British  West  Indies;  especially  from  Trinidad  and  Jamaica, 
secured  for  us  by  Professor  William  Nicol  from  the  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  Islands  at  the  Toronto  Exhibition.  The  objects 
include  mounted  Birds  and  small  Animals,  16  cases  of  magnifi¬ 
cent  Insects,  Silkworm,  Cocoons,  42  jars  of  preserved  Fruits 
and  Vegetables,  22  jars  of  Petroleum  and  its  products,  many 
specimens  of  important  Woods,  Fibres,  Pottery,  Basket  Work, 
Calabash  Utensils,  and  Crude  and  Refined  Rubber. 

(3)  A  collection  of  about  100  mounted  animals  and  birds 
of  Canada, — representing  the  lifetime  gathering  of  an  enthu¬ 
siastic  naturalist,  the  late  John  Ewart  of  Yarker.  These  are 
not  donated  outright  to  the  Museum,  but  are  loaned  for  an 
indefinite  term.  They  make  our  collection  of  small  mammals 
and  birds  much  more  complete  and  useful  for  study,  and  com¬ 
prise  several  most  interesting  forms,  for  example  an  Ontario 
Wild  Turkey,  a  Passenger  Pigeon,  and  the  only  Whooping 
Crane  recorded  for  Ontario. 

The  collections  mentioned  in  reports  of  previous  years  are 
in  good  condition  and  exhibited  as  well  as  our  space  and  cases 
will  permit.  The  curators  respectfully  draw  your  attention 
to  the  fact  that  the  Museum  is  seriously  in  need  of  increased 
accommodation,  especially  of  exhibition  cases.

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FACULTY  OF  EDUCATION. 

Dean  Coleman  of  the  Faculty  of  Education,  reports  as 
follows  regarding  the  work  of  the  Faculty  during  the  session : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  following  brief 
report  upon  the  work  of  the  Faculty  of  Education  in  Queen’s 
University  during  the  Session  of  1913-14. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  final  examinations  are  not 
held  until  May,  any  complete  statement  of  the  work  is  not 
at  present  possible.  The  following  statistical  summary, 
though  in  some  respects  incomplete,  will,  however,  prove  of  in¬ 
terest:  Enrolled  in  Intra-mural  Courses,  thirty-seven;  enrolled 
in  Extra-mural  Courses,  thirty-two.  Of  the  Intra-mural  stu¬ 
dents,  eleven  are  members  of  the  General  Course  and  twenty- 
six  are  members  of  the  Advanced  Courses.  Fourteen  are  men 
and  twenty-three  are  women;  twenty-nine  are  University  grad¬ 
uates.  Of  the  University  graduates;  thirteen  are  men  and 
twenty-six  are  women. 

Of  the  Extra-mural  students,  fifteen  are  candidates  for 
Interim  High  School  and  Public  School  certificates;  three  are 
candidates  for  the  High  School  Specialist’s  certificates;  eight 
are  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Pedagogy;  and  six 
are  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Pedagogy.  The 
total  enrollment,  both  intra-mural  and  extra-mural,  is  sixty- 
nine. 

A  most  gratifying  feature  of  the  present  session  is  the 
marked  increase  in  the  number  of  students  actually  in  atten¬ 
dance.  This  increase  as  measured  in  percentage  is  sixty  per 
cent,  over  last  year.  A  similar  increase  for  next  year  will,  I 
believe,  warrant  the  University  in  applying  to  the  Government 
for  aid  in  the  erection  of  a  building  for  the  Faculty  of  Educa¬ 
tion.  The  need  for  such  a  building  and  the  purposes  which 
it  may  serve,  have  been  emphasized  in  the  annual  reports  of 
the  late  Dean  and,  hence,  no  further  reference  to  the  subject 
need  be  made  on  this  occasion. 

The  following  special  features  of  the  work  of  the  year 
are  of  sufficient  importance  to  deserve  separate  mention : 

(1)  The  holding  of  final  examinations  upon  approxi¬ 
mately  one  half  of  the  subjects  at  the  middle  of  the  session. 
This  has  greatly  diminished  the  burden  of  examinations  and, 
by  concentrating  the  work  of  instruction,  has  been  a  source 
of  satisfaction  and  profit  both  to  instructors  and  students. 
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(2)  The  establishment  of  a  system  of  regular  bulletins 
whereby  extra-mural  students  are  guided  and  helped  in  their 
preparation  for  the  examinations. 

(3)  A  short  course  of  lectures  upon  practical  topics  giv¬ 
en  as  an  aid  to  those  students  in  Arts  who  desired  to  qualify 
for  the  teaching  of  Summer  Schools  in  the  Western  Provinces. 
The  attendance  upon  this  course  was  considerably  over  one 
hundred. 

(4)  A  series  of  lectures  to  the  students  in  Education 
by  members  of  the  Arts  Faculty.  These  lectures,  besides 
strengthening  the  bonds  between  the  two  faculties  directly 
concerned,  have  brought  the  students  of  the  Faculty  of  Educa¬ 
tion  in  touch  with  leaders  of  Educational  work  in  various  de¬ 
partments.  It  is  expected  that  a  course  of  this  sort  will  form 
hereafter  a  regular  part  of  the  work  in  Education. 

I  cannot  speak  in  too  high  terms  of  the  spirit  and  indus¬ 
try  shown  by  both  students  and  staff,  and  of  the  cordial  good 
will  manifested  by  the  members  of  the  other  faculties,  by  the 
School  Board  of  the  City  of  Kingston,  and  by  the  friends  of 
the  University  in  the  City  and  throughout  the  Province.

MEDICAL  FACULTY. 

Dean  Connell  presents  the  following  report: — 

The  registration  for  the  sixtieth  session  of  the  medical 
school  is  268,  an  increase  of  17  over  that  of  last  year.  There 
are  seventy  candidates  for  graduation,  not  including  those  who 
already  possess  the  M.  B.  and  are  now  applying  for  the  higher 
degree  of  M.  D. 

The  health  of  the  students  has  been  very  good.  One 
promising  member  of  the  freshman  class  died  following  an 
operation  for  appendicitis  and  one  of  the  final  year  has  missed 
his  examinations  in  consequence  of  an  operation  necessary  for 
the  same  condition.  There  have  been  a  few  cases  of  measles 
and  one  of  scarlet  fever,  the  latter  contracted  while  on  duty 
in  the  General  Hospital.  No  doubt  the  compulsory  physical 
training  in  the  first  year  contributes  to  the  maintenance  of  a 
higher  standard  of  health.  There  are,  however,  a  number  of 
students  living  in  small  ill-ventilated  and  imperfectly  heated 
rooms,  for  the  supply  of  good  lodging  houses  in  the  city  has 
not  increased  in  the  same  proportion  as  the  attendance  of 
students. 
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V 

The  Faculty  will  cordially  approve  and  co-operate  in  any 
plan  for  residences,  in  harmony  with  the  life  of  the  University, 
which  will  improve  the  physical  training  and  add  to  the  com¬ 
fort  of  even  a  limited  number  of  the  students. 

The  demand  for  young  graduates  is  still  greater  than 
the  supply.  Favourable  reports  are  frequently  received  from 
Superintendents  of  Hospitals  and  from  medical  men  who  em¬ 
ploy  young  graduates,  as  to  the  quality  and  training  of  those 
going  out  from  this  school.  A  graduate  of  another  Canadian 
medical  school  writes,  “I  shall  be  only  too  glad  to  get  Queen’s 
men  as,  taken  all  around,  they  are  men  who  are  conscious  of 
their  responsibilities  and  give  better  satisfaction  to  me  than 
other  college  men.’  Most  of  the  graduates  supplement  the 
university  training  with  a  year  or  more  of  experience  in  a 
hospital.  It  is  not  now  difficult  to  provide  appointments  for 
all  who  desire  them,  as  excellent  records  have  invariably  been 
made  wherever  our  graduates  have  served  as  internes.  The 
following  list  of  hospitals  and  the  number  of  graduates  going 
to  them  as  internes  at  the  close  of  this  session  will  be  of  in¬ 
terest;  Kingston  General  Hospital,  three;  Hotel  Dieu,  Kings¬ 
ton,  two;  General  Hospital,  Vancouver,  two;  McKellar  Hospi¬ 
tal,  Fort  William,  two;  General  Hospital,  Milwaukee,  one;  Gen¬ 
eral  Hospital,  Hamilton,  one;  Western  Hospital,  Toronto,  one; 
St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  Ottawa,  two ;  Protestant  Hospital,  Ottawa, 
three;  Water  St.  Hospital,  Ottawa,  two;  Western  Hospital, 
Montreal,  three ;  Jeffery  Hale’s  Hospital,  Quebec,  two ;  General 
Hospital,  St.  John,  N.B.,  two ;  Hospital  of  Good  Shepherd,  Syra¬ 
cuse,  N.  Y.,  three;  St.  John’s  Hospital,  Brooklyn,  N.Y.,  two; 
Smith  Infirmary,  Staten  Island,  two;  Englewood  Hospital, 
New  Jersey,  one;  Cancer  Hospital,  New  York,  one;  Methodist 
Hospital,  Brooklyn,  one;  St.  Peter’s  Hospital,  Brooklyn,  one; 
St.  Francis  Hospital,  Jersey  City,  one;  Norwegian  Hospital, 
Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  one;  thirty-nine  in  all.  Three  have  been 
appointed  to  fellowships  in  our  own  college  and  five  have  se¬ 
cured  appointments  as  assistants  to  busy  practitioners.  That 
is  to  say,  forty-seven  have  definite  work  before  them  upon 
graduation.  All  these  appointments  have  been  made  upon 
recommendation,  without  examination,  and  in  response  to  re¬ 
quests  to  the  Dean  for  young  graduates. 

To  the  great  regret  of  the  Faculty,  Dr.  Garrett  has  been 
forced  by  ill  health  to  discontinue  his  college  duties,  as  well 
as  his  private  practice.  Since  the  first  of  the  year,  Dr.  Wil¬ 
liamson  has  delivered  the  lectures  in  the  senior  department  of 
Obstetrics,  and  Dr.  Mylks  and  Dr.  Williamson  have  conducted 
the  clinics  in  Gynaecology  and  Obstetrics.  It  is  greatly  to  be 
desired  that  Dr.  Garrett  may  be  able  to  resume  his  duties  next 
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session.  In  other  respects  the  teaching  in  the  school  has  been 
carried  on  without  interruption  and  has  been  uniformly  effi¬ 
cient.  Dr.  Kennedy,  Douglas  Lecturer  in  Pharmacology,  has 
retired  after  two  years  of  service  and  Dr.  S.  M.  Asselstine  is 
recommended  for  appointment  in  his  stead.  The  teaching 
fellowships  in  Anatomy  and  Pathology  have  been  capably  filled 
for  the  year  by  Dr.  Asselstine  and  Dr.  Jaffrey. 

In  November,  Dr.  Fraser  Harris,  Professor  of  Physiology 
in  Dalhousie  University,  Halifax,  visited  the  university  and 
delivered  to  the  medical  faculty  and  students  two  lectures 
which  have  been  published  in  Publication  No.  8.  The  sub¬ 
jects  were,  “The  Man  Who  Discovered  the  Circulation  of  the 
Blood,”  and  “The  Influence  of  Italy  on  British  Life  and 
Thought.” 

During  the  past  year  238  volumes  have  been  added  to  the 
library  which  is  now  in  a  most  satisfactory  condition.  All 
the  new  medical  books  of  importance  are  purchased  and  all 
the  leading  journals  are  on  file.  The  library  is  being  used 
by  the  students  to  a  much  greater  extent  than  formerly.  The 
plan  adopted  three  years  ago  of  setting  apart  $5  per  student 
per  year  for  the  maintenance  and  development  of  the  library 
has  proved  most  satisfactory. 

For  several  years  the  Faculty  has  had  in  operation  a 
modified  five  year  course,  in  which  the  fifth  year  might  be 
spent  in  any  one  of  three  ways.  The  plan  was  that  followed 
by  the  Ontario  Medical  Council.  Now,  after  full  deliberation, 
the  Faculty  has  adopted  the  five  year  academic  course.  This 
will  apply  to  all  students  entering  in  1914  and  thereafter. 
Most  of  the  additional  time  will  be  given  to  the  preliminary 
sciences  of  Biology,  Botany,  Physics  and  Chemistry.  The 
degrees  of  M.  D.  and  C.  M.  will  be  granted  on  the  completion 
of  the  five  year  course.  This  important  modification  of  the 
curriculum  has  already  been  made  by  other  Canadian  schools. 

As  the  funds  of  the  Medical  Faculty  are  now  merged  in 
those  of  the  University  the  financial  statement  will  be  sub¬ 
mitted  by  the  Treasurer.  The  fees  received  from  students 
have  increased  from  $25,381,  to  $29,021  and  there  is  a  balance 
to  the  credit  of  the  Faculty  of  $1,264.24.  The  resources  of 
the  University  have  not  so  far  been  taxed  for  the  support 
of  the  medical  school,  but  as  the  Medical  Faculty  has  been 
placed  on  the  same  level  with  the  Arts  Faculty  as  a  constituent 
part  of  the  University,  and  as  the  salaries  have  been  increased, 
an  additional  financial  responsibility  for  medical  education  has 
been  incurred  by  the  University. 
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The  Ontario  Legislature  has  announced  a  generous  grant 
of  $10,000  to  the  Medical  Faculty  and  part  of  this  will  at  once 
become  available  for  the  increase  in  the  staff  rendered  neces¬ 
sary  by  the  change  in  the  curriculum.  It  will  be  necessary 
before  next  session  to  secure  a  Professor  of  Bio-Chemistry,  an 
Assistant  Professor  of  Physiology  and  an  Assistant  Professor 
of  Bacteriology  and  Hygiene.  These  appointments  and  cer¬ 
tain  other  changes  and  promotions  are  submitted  for  your 
consideration  by  the  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Faculty.

The  Secretary  of  the  Athletic  Committee  and  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Physical  Educations  submits  the  following  state¬ 
ment  : — 

The  Athletic  Committee  reports  a  successful  year’s  work. 
The  teams  competing  in  Intercollegiate  Contests  made  satis¬ 
factory  records,  the  Hockey  team  winning  the  Championship. 
The  inter  years  and  inter-faculty  contests  for  the  MacClement, 
Connell  and  Mitchell  trophies  are  proving  of  inestimable  value. 
The  opportunities  for  recreation  and  athletic  training  provided 
in  Tennis,  Track,  Basketball,  Football,  Hockey,  Curling,  Boxing, 
Wrestling,  etc.,  have  been  more  appreciated  than  ever  before. 
The  gymnasium  plays  a  most  important  part  in  the  life  of 
the  student  body  and  the  records  show  a  gratifying  increase 
in  attendance  at  the  voluntary  classes. 

The  Athletic  Committee  also  reports  that  their  first  year 
in  control  of  the  Covered  Rink  has  been  a  decided  success  in 
every  way.  After  paying  rent  and  making  extensive  im¬ 
provements  about  $2,500  of  a  balance  was  left.  This  enables 
the  Committee  to  meet  some  of  its  other  obligations.  The 
Athletic  Committee  will  ask  the  University  Authorities  to 
make  improvements  in  the  seating  capacity  of  the  rink. 

There  is  still  $13,000  debt  on  the  gymnasium,  and  about 
$20,000  more  is  needed  to  build  new  stands  and  improve  the 
Athletic  grounds  before  Queen’s  is  in  a  position  to  carry  on 
her  athletic  work  to  the  best  advantage. 
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Physical  Education  Committee. 

This  is  a  committee  consisting  of  representatives  of  the 
Faculties  with  one  representative  from  the  Athletic  Commit¬ 
tee,  and  during  the  past  two  sessions  it  has  had  the  direct  con¬ 
trol  of  the  compulsory  classes  for  the  first  year  in  all  Faculties. 
It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  Queen’s  is  the  first  Canadian 
University  to  carry  on  successfully  a  system  of  compulsory 
education  embracing  all  Faculties.  The  work  indicated  in  the 
subjoined  report  of  the  Medical  Supervisor,  as  also  in  the  syn¬ 
opsis  of  the  Physical  Director’s  report,  has  been  carried  on  un¬ 
der  the  supervision  of  the  Committee,  and,  in  addition,  such 
things  as  ventilation  of  the  gymnasium,  supply  of  hot  water 
and  other  important  matters  have  been  dealt  with.  It  should 
be  noted,  too,  that  an  80  per  cent,  attendance  rule  is  enforced. 
In  its  final  report  to  the  Senate  and  Faculties  the  Committee 
will  make  a  recommendation  regarding  the  extension  of  the 
system  to  include  the  second  year. 

The  Physical  Director’s  Report  shows  that,  besides  the 
regular  class  work,  special  exercises  have  been  given  to  those 
having  ‘flat-foot’,  ‘faulty-posture’,  etc.  Personal  attention 
was  given  to  such  cases  and  the  corrective  exercises  were  suc¬ 
cessful  in  nearly  every  case. 

Not  only  did  every  student  get  80%  attendance  but  a  great 
many  students  in  other  years  requested  to  be  allowed  to  take 
the  classes,  an  indication  that  the  classes  are  popular  and  meet 
a  need  felt  by  many  students.  Each  class  meets  two  hours 
per  week  and  there  are:  95  students  in  Science  classes;  61  lady 
students  in  Arts  classes;  160  men  students  in  Arts  classes;  71 
students  in  Medicine  classes. 

Report  of  Medical  Supervisor. 

When,  in  1912,  the  class  in  Physical  Training  was  made 
compulsory  for  all  first  year  students,  it  became  necessary 
to  provide  for  a  medical  examination  and  some  degree  of  medi¬ 
cal  oversight  for  those  taking  part  in  the  training.  Therefore 
this  year  and  last  there  was  made  an  examination  of  all  in¬ 
coming  students  and  also  of  those  competing  in  athletic  events, 
— one  object  being  the  prevention  of  the  ill-results  which  often 
come  to  those  who,  while  physically  unequal  to  the  task,  in¬ 
dulge  in  the  more  strenuous  games. 

In  each  case  an  endeavour  was  made  to  appraise  the  capa¬ 
bility  of  each  student  and  to  advise  him  accordingly.  Many 
were  found  with  defect  or  disease  which  made  it  necessary  to 
warn  them  against  participating  in  games  or  exercise  demand- 
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mg  great  muscular  efort.  In  each  of  these  cases  the  physical 
instructor,  under  my  direction,  outlined  suitable  exercises.  It 
may  be  here  noted  that,  in  the  multifarious  athletic  diversions 
of  the  year,  there  has  occurred  no  mishap  which  could  be  at¬ 
tributed  to  lack  of  training  or  defective  physique.  There 
were,  however,  a  number  of  accidents  of  a  more  or  less  serious 
nature;  a  wrestler  suffered  a  fracture  of  the  collar-bone,  a 
footballer  had  some  bones  of  his  hand  broken  and  a  hockey 
player  sustained  a  rather  severe  concussion  of  the  brain. 
These  and  many  minor  injuries  were  treated  by  me. 

This  year  over  three  hundred  examinations  were  made  and 
in  one  hundred  and  seven  instances  defects  or  disease  were 
noted.  In  four  cases 'the  disability  was  serious  enough  to 
render  gymnasium  work  inadvisable.  The  conditions  were, 
an  old  infantile  paralysis,  marked  deformity  from  Pott's  dis¬ 
ease  of  the  spine,  and  two  cases  of  heart  trouble.  The  stu¬ 
dents  concerned  were  excused  from  the  class  in  physical  train¬ 
ing.  In  several  instances  the  disability  was  less  serious  and 
and  a  modified  course  of  exercises  was  followed.  Twenty- 
three  individuals  showed  deformity  of  the  body  described  by 
the  term  ‘faulty  posture.'  In  this  class  the  defects  are  ob¬ 
vious, — the  hollow  chest,  rounded  shoulders  and  protruding 
abdomen  form  a  common  enough  picture.  Fortunately  the 
treatment  is  simple  and  efficacous,  and  appropriate  sitting-up 
exercises  have  produced  excellent  results.  Twenty-one  show¬ 
ed  some  degree  of  ‘flat-foot’  while  a  like  number  had  varico¬ 
cele.  The  former  condition  yields  to  exercises, — for  the  lat¬ 
ter  little  could  be  done.  There  were  six  cases  of  skin  disease, 
some  of  which  soon  cleared  up  under  treatment.  The  remain¬ 
ing  cases  were  distributed  over  a  large  number  of  conditions, 
many  of  which  were  not  susceptible  to  cure  through  physical 
means.  There  were  two  students  with  lateral  curvature  of 
the  spine,  five  with  thyroid  enlargement  and  three  with  vari¬ 
cose  veins  of  the  leg. 

I  regret  to  report  that  one  first  year  student  died  of 
acute  appendicitis  during  the  Christmas  holidays  and  that 
another,  before  coming  up  for  examination  at  the  gymnasium, 
■was  found  to  have  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  he  withdrew 
from  college  on  this  account. 

Of  the  benefit  of  the  physical  training  course  there  can 
scarcely  be  two  opinions.  The  value  of  regular  exercise,  es¬ 
pecially  in  the  winter  when  the  student  is  so  much  indoors,  is 
obvious. 

That  the  course  is  appreciated  is  shown  by  the  regular 
attendance  and  the  avidity  with  which  the  work  is  under- 
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taken.  Whether  the  training  should  be  made  compulsory  for 
the  students  of  the  second  as  well  as  for  those  of  the  first 
year  depends  upon  the  feasibility  of  providing  sufficient  ac¬ 
commodation  and  instruction  at  the  gymnasium  and  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  arranging  a  suitable  time-table.  That  an  extension 
is  desirable,  and  that  it  would  be  welcomed  by  the  students, 
seems  certain.

THE  PRESENT  NEEDS  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY. 

It  is  important  that  the  attention  of  the  Trustees  should 
be  earnestly  directed  to  the  present  needs  of  the  University. 
We  acknowledge  with  sincere  gratitude  the  generosity  of  the 
late  Lord  Strathcona  in  his  bequest  of  £20,000  sterling,  which 
is  a  valuable  addition  to  our  Endowment  Fund,  but  our  revenue 
will  still  fall  far  short  of  our  requirements  if  Queen’s  is  to 
retain  her  reputation  for  progress  and  efficiency. 

There  are  needs,  most  urgent  needs,  pressing  in  the 
Faculties  of  Science  and  of  Medicine.  The  Governors  of  the 
School  of  Mining  rather  than  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  present 
bear  the  burden  of  the  former,  and  for  the  latter  a  recent 
grant  from  the  Provincial  Government,  which  it  is  hoped  may 
become  annual,  opens  out  the  prospect  of  much  needed  assist¬ 
ance.  For  the  present,  attention  is  asked  mainly  to  what  af¬ 
fects  the  Arts  Faculty. 

Several  Departments  require  additional  instructors,  as 
may  be  seen  from  the  numbers  given  in  our  class  enrolment. 
This  is  all  the  more  necessary  as  the  approved  and  really  effi¬ 
cient  method  of  teaching  most  of  the  subjects  in  our  courses 
requires  that  the  classes  be  divided  into  comparatively  small 
units,  so  that  the  teacher  may  come  into  closer  touch  with 
the  student.  Our  tutorial  work  has  usually  been  conducted 
by  Honours  students,  most  of  whom  are  carrying  on  their 
own  advanced  studies.  But  these  at  best  can  give  only  a 
portion  of  their  time  and  strength  to  the  work  of  instruction, 
so  that  as  our  revenue  permits  we  must  replace  these  by 
teachers  of  more  experience  who  could  devote  all  their  time- 
to  this  work. 

The  extra-mural  students  constitute  a  very  important 
class,  and  by  serving  them  we  are  carrying  on  the  most  effec¬ 
tive  kind  of  University  extension  work.  We  try  to  meet  their 
need  by  giving  them,  as  far  as  possible,  instruction  similar  to 
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that  enjoyed  by  students  in  attendance.  This  involves  a  great 
amount  of  correspondence  by  members  of  the  staff,  including 
correction  of  essays  and  exercises,  issuing  notes  of  lectures, 
giving  explanations,  answering  questions,  etc.  Much  of  this 
work  is  necessarily  done  by  tutors  under  the  direction  of 
Heads  of  Departments,  but  it  is  extremely  desirable  that  those 
conducting  it  should  be  more  nearly  on  a  level  with  the  ordin¬ 
ary  Professor  in  standing  and  salary.  Until  this  can  be 
brought  about  we  must  at  least  increase  the  number  of 
instructors. 

Post  graduate  work  and  research  work  should  both  be 
more  fully  provided  for,  but  fuller  provision  in  this  respect  is 
expensive  as  it  requires  the  services  of  Professors  or  of  those 
equally  qualified.  The  number  taking  advantage  of  such  op¬ 
portunities  might  at  no  time  be  very  large,  but  this  higher 
quality  of  work  gives  special  distinction  to  any  Department 
in  which  it  is  efficiently  conducted,  and  it  should  ever  be  the 
aim  of  a  University,  not  only  to  do  the  highest  kind  of  educa¬ 
tional  work,  but  also  to  increase  the  sum  of  human  knowledge. 

The  foregoing  needs  call  for  increase  of  revenue,  but  we 
are  sorely  in  need  of  increased  accommodation,  and  it  is  per¬ 
haps  difficult  to  say  which  Building  is  most  urgently  required. 
We  are  in  grievous  need  of  a  Library  Building  adequate  to  our 
requirements.  The  present  Library  accommodation  was  pro¬ 
vided  when  the  number  of  students  was  about  one-tenth  of 
the  present  enrolment,  and  it  is  now  quite  outgrown.  The 
shelf  room  for  books  is  crowded,  and  there  is  no  adequate 
provision  for  reading  rooms,  consulting  rooms,  offices  and 
other  apartments  such  as  are  essential  to  any  well  equipped 
Building  for  this  purpose. 

It  has  been  noted  previously  in  the  Report  of  the  Arts 
Faculty  that  our  Arts  Building  is  crowded,  so  much  so  indeed 
as  to  cause  at  times  serious  inconvenience.  Perhaps  the  best 
way  for  relieving  this  pressure  would  be  to  extend  the  Arts 
Building  eastward,  adding  a  wing  that  might  for  some  years 
meet  our  requirements. 

A  Building  suitable  for  a  Students,  Union,  which 
might  also  probably  meet  the  needs  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  has 
become  a  necessity.  Living  in  lodgings  throughout  the  City 
our  students  have  no  place  where  they  can  meet  for  social 
intercourse,  and  for  the  cultivation  of  those  fellowships  which 
form  a  most  important  part  of  College  life.  We  need  a  build¬ 
ing  that  would  provide  dining  accommodation  for  several  hun¬ 
dreds,  with  a  Hall  for  student  gatherings  for  which  Convoca¬ 
tion  Hall  may  be  unsuited,  and  with  convenient  rooms  for  Bible 
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study,  for  committee  meetings,  for  recreation  and  for  other 
purposes.  In  many  Universities  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  the 
Students’  Union  have  separate  Buildings,  but  it  would  probably 
be  quite  practicable  to  combine  these  at  Queen’s.  The  pro¬ 
posal  of  Major  Leonard  to  provide  Residence  for  those  students 
who  may  be  connected  with  the  Canadian  Officers’  Training 
Corps  will  receive  the  attention  of  the  Trustees,  but  if  carried 
out  it  could  meet  the  needs  of  only  a  certain  proportion  of 
the  students. 

Quite  as  great, — and,  in  the  eyes  of  some,  much  greater, — 
is  the  need  of  an  adequate  Residence  for  women  students.  The 
present  Residence,  with  its  accommodation  for  about  twenty 
and  its  excellent  results,  has  clearly  proved  the  necessity  for 
a  much  more  extended  venture.  The  Alumnae  Association, 
moved  by  the  spirit  which  has  so  often  characterized  the  stu¬ 
dents  of  Queen’s,  has  lately  undertaken  to  raise  funds  for  this 
purpose.  The  members  of  this  Association,  having  passed 
through  the  University,  regard  such  a  Residence  as  an  impera¬ 
tive  necessity  because  of  the  youthfulness  of  many  of  the  girl 
students,  and  the  strong  desire  among  those  at  present  attend¬ 
ing  Queen’s  to  have  such  a  residence.  The  lack  of  such  a 
Building  tells  heavily  against  Queen’s  in  comparison  with  To¬ 
ronto,  Victoria  or  McGill,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  efforts  of 
the  Alumnae  may  be  so  assisted  by  other  friends  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity  as  to  meet  this  requirement  at  an  early  date. 

These  needs  are  presented  here,  not  as  if  their  supply 
were  a  mere  ideal  to  be  aimed  at  in  the  hope  of  ultimate  attain¬ 
ment,  but  as  requisites  that  must  be  met  at  the  earliest  possi¬ 
ble  date  if  Queen’s  is  to  maintain  her  relative  position  among 
our  Canadian  Universities.

The  attendance  in  civil  engineering  continues  to  grow  at 
the  expense  of  the  other  branches.  This  is  seen  in  the  other 
Canadian  Colleges  of  Science,  and  is  to  be  explained  by  the 
rapid  development  of  the  country,  calling  for  construction 
work  of  all  kinds,  covered  by  civil  engineering,  including  rail¬ 
ways,  bridges,  elevators,  power  development,  municipal  works, 
drainage,  etc.,  requiring  a  large  army  of  engineers.  It  is 
mostly  too,  young  civil  engineers  who  are  engaged  in  the  work 
of  surveying. 

The  changes  in  the  staff  have  been  few.  The  Physics 
Department  has  been  strengthened  by  the  appointment,  as  lec¬ 
turer,  of  Mr.  J.  K.  Robertson,  who  resigned  a  year  ago  to  study 
in  Europe.  The  vacancy  in  mathematics  caused  by  the  resig¬ 
nation  of  Mr.  Workman  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  one 
of  our  own  graduates,  Mr.  W.  A.  Newman,  B.Sc.  Another 
graduate  of  the  School  of  Mining,  Mr.  A.  M.  Squire,  B.Sc.,  was 
appointed  to  lecture  on  drafting  in  place  of  Mr.  Covington  re- 
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signed.  Mr.  O.  G.  Welton  was  promoted  from  lecturer  to 
Assistant  Professor  of  Mechanical  Engineering,  the  engage¬ 
ment  to  be  terminable  at  the  end  of  one  year.  Dr.  Guttman 
was  appointed  associate  professor  of  Chemical  Engineering, 
while  retaining  his  standing  of  Assistant  Professor  of 
Chemistry. 

'  '  !  '  .■  1  f  ,  .  . 

In  January  last  we  applied  to  the  Ontario  Government  for 
an  additional  grant  of  $20,000  to  be  devoted  to  increasing  sal¬ 
aries,  providing  additional  assistants,  and  meeting  an  annual 
deficit  of  $3,000.  The  estimates  for  1914-15  contain  a  vote 
of  $15,000.  This  is  a  new  and  welcome  mark  of  appreciation 
of  the  value  of  the  services  rendered  by  the  School  of  Mining 
to  the  Province.  The  Government  has  earned  our  cordial 
thanks,  and  we  owe  much  to  our  local  member,  Dr.  A.  E.  Ross, 
whose  tact  and  persistence  carried  us  successfully  past  what 
was  a  somewhat  difficult  position. 

The  pressing  needs  of  our  institution  not  provided  for  by 
the  Government  grant  are  (1)  Equipment  for  a  laboratory  of 
Municipal  Engineering,  $2,500. 

2.  Equipment  for  a  laboratory  of  Hydraulics,  $20,000. 
For  both  of  these  the  rooms  are  ready  in  Carruthers  Hall. 

3.  A  fund  to  add  to  our  rather  meagre  libraries,  $2,000. 

4.  A  few  thousand  dollars  to  buy  much  needed  appara¬ 
tus  for  the  physical,  electrical  and  mechanical  laboratories. 

We  are  now  giving  a  fuller  course  in  Municipal  Engineer¬ 
ing  than  is  given  in  either  McGill  or  Toronto,  but  it  would  be 
much  improved  by  the  proposed  equipment  of  a  laboratory. 
This  would  enable  the  Department  to  keep  pace  with  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  Highway  Engineering,  rendered  necessary  by 
the  growing  traffic  on  country  roads,  and  by  the  enormous  in¬ 
crease  in  the  use  of  automobiles.  Many  of  the  provinces  are 
already  carrying  on  highway  building  in  a  scientific  way  and  a 
transcontinental  automobile  route  is  partly  constructed.  Que¬ 
bec  is  spending  a  good  deal  of  money  in  building  good  perma¬ 
nent  roads  and  it  is  proposed  to  expend  thirty  millions  of  dol- 
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lars  in  Ontario,  during  the  next  ten  years.  It  is  hoped  that 
if  the  Municipal  Laboratory  is  equipped  this  department  might 
become  the  government  testing  station  for  the  Highways  de¬ 
partment,  to  cover  Eastern  Ontario. 

The  equipment  for  Hydraulics  is  very  much  needed,  as 
we  are  quite  without  facilities  for  experimenting  in  this  sub¬ 
ject  of  such  tremendous  importance  in  Ontario  where  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  water  power  is  going  on  so  rapidly.  We  are 
at  present  much  handicapped  by  the  lack  of  this  equipment. 
Both  McGill  and  Toronto  have  well-equipped  hydraulic  labora¬ 
tories. 

The  re-organization  of  the  University  with  the  School  of 
Mining  as  its  Faculty  of  Practical  Science  was  consummated 
at  the  beginning  of  the  session  just  closing,  a  memorable  event 
in  the  history  of  the  University.  In  the  newly  constituted 
Senate  the  representatives  of  the  School  of  Mining  sit  with 
an  equal  number  from  each  of  the  other  faculties.  The  Prin¬ 
cipal  of  the  University  is  Chairman  of  our  Faculty,  and  the  pro¬ 
cess  of  amalgamation  has  already  borne  good  fruits  in  the 
growing  feeling  of  community  of  aims  and  interests. 

The  work  of  the  session  has  been  characterized  by  a 
great  strengthening  of  the  spirit  of  self-government  on  the 
part  of  the  students.  By  a  re-organization  of  the  Engineer¬ 
ing  Society  and  its  committees  they  have  greatly  increased  the 
efficiency  of  that  Society  in  carrying  on  their  business  and 
have  also  done  much  to  assist  the  staff  in  the  general  work  of 
the  college.  More  careful  organization  of  classes  so  as  to 
secure  closer  supervision  of  laboratory,  work  and  of  the  re¬ 
sults  of  study  would  be  a  great  improvement.  But  this  im¬ 
plies  division  of  classes  into  smaller  squads,  and  a  consequent 
addition  to  the  work  of  the  staff.  As  the  average  number 
of  hours  per  week  for  each  member  of  the  staff  is  already  very 
high,  viz.  20,  the  improvement  suggested  can  hardly  be  made 
without  increasing  the  staff.  Even  as  it  is,  many  professors 
find  it  very  hard  to  get  time  for  the  informal  work  with  their 
students  which  is  of  as  great  importance  as  the  regular  class 
work. 


The  addition  of  a  fifth  year  to  the  medical  course  about 
doubles  the  requirements  in  chemistry  and  physics  for  medical 
students.  To  meet  this  it  will  be  necessary  to  appoint  an 
assistant  professor  of  Medical  Chemistry  and  an  additional 
lecturer  in  the  Department  of  Physics. 

The  work  and  discipline  in  the  drafting  room  has  been 
greatly  improved  by  a  system  of  recording  daily  attendance  by 
cards.  This  was  devised  by  Mr.  Squire  and  he  is  to  be  con¬ 
gratulated  on  its  success.  It  is  proposed  to  introduce  the 
same  system  in  some  other  departments.

DEPARTMENT  OF  MINING  AND  METALLURGY. 

Metallurgical  Laboratory. 

Since  the  removal,  during  the  fall  of  1912,  of  the  Mining 
and  Metallurgy  Department  to  its  new  quarters  in  Nicol  Hall, 
considerable  time  has  been  spent  in  installing  the  apparatus 
and  equipment  necessary  for  the  laboratory  work  in  this  de¬ 
partment.  During  the  summer  of  1913,  a  water-jacket  blast 
furnace,  which  was  given  to  the  School  by  Mr.  D.  H. 
Browne,  Copper  Cliff,  Ont.,  was  erected,  and  also  the  bag- 
house  used  in  connection  with  it  was  constructed.  The  blast¬ 
furnace,  four  by  two  and  one-half  feet  outside  dimensions,  is 
supplied  with  air  through  fourteen  tuyeres,  from  a  blower 
driven  by  a  5-horse-power  motor,  which  also  drives  the  suction 
fan  which  is  connected  with  the  bag-house.  During  the  Christ¬ 
mas  vacation  a  trial  test  was  made  using  900  lbs.  of  copper- 
nickel  ore  besides  the  necessary  fluxes,  and  the  results  of  the 
test  were  so  satisfactory  that  another  test  was  made  during  the 
session  by  the  Final  Year  Mining  and  Metallurgy  Students. 
Besides  the  blast-furnace,  there  is  a  roasting-furnace,  which  is 
also  so  arranged  that  it  may  be  connected  with  the  bag-house. 
The  roasting-furnace  is  used  to  roast  a  portion  of  the  ore  pre¬ 
paratory  to  smelting  in  the  blast-furnace. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Deloro  Mining  and  Reduction 
Company  continued  their  research  work  in  the  Metallurgical 
laboratories. 

Ore  Dressing  Laboratory. 

During  the  year  1913,  a  stamp-battery  test  was  made  on 
one  ton  of  gold  ore  for  the  Lally  Gold  Mining  Company,  Por¬ 
cupine,  Ont.,  also,  a  concentration  test  on  a  quantity  of  iron 
pyrites.  In  the  ore-dressing  laboratory,  an  eight  foot  callow 
tank  was  installed  and  this  fills  a  long  felt  need. 

Fire  Assaying  Laboratory. 

During  the  past  year,  a  number  of  assays  have  been  made 
for  the  public,  and  several  amalgamation  tests  were  made  on 
some  gold  ore  from  Nicaragua,  Central  America,  for  Mr.  A.  A. 
Holland. 
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The  furnaces  in  the  fire  assaying  laboratory,  when  not 
required  by  the  students,  were  used  frequently  during  the 
winter  for  extensive  research  work  on  the  burning  of  clays 
and  bricks.  In  these  furnaces  results  can  be  obtained  which 
correspond  very  closely  with  those  that  may  be  expected  in 
burning  a  large  kiln  of  bricks  and  with  the  ready  means  of 
measuring  the  temperature  of  the  furnace,  the  best  tempera¬ 
ture  for  burning  the  bricks  can  be  easily  determined,  besides 
work  on  a  small  scale  may  be  conducted  in  these  furnaces 
quickly  and  at  a  low  cost  that  would  cost  considerable  if  con¬ 
ducted  on  a  large  scale. 

Mr.  E.  E.  Watts  has  completed  an  investigation  of  The 
Treatment  of  Complex  Lead-Zinc  Sulphide  Ores. 

Department  of  Mechanical  Engineering. 

1.  A  machine  for  testing  flywheels,  abrasive  wheels  and 
shafts,  running  at  high  speed,  has  been  designed  in  the  De¬ 
partment  and  built  in  the  Shop.  It  enables  us  to  test  fly¬ 
wheels  and  other  wheels  to  destruction,  being  designed  for 
speeds  up  to  30,000  R.  P.  M.,  to  measure  the  deformation  of 
rims  at  high  speed,  and  may  be  used  for  a  great  many  other 
investigations.  The  machine  has  just  been  completed. 

2.  Prof.  Wellton  has  carried  on  an  investigation,  both 
mathematical  and  experimental,  of  the  existing  formulae  for 
transmission  of  power  by  belting.  The  experiments  were 
made  by  means  of  specially  designed  apparatus,  and  about 
$350.00  worth  of  belting  was  very  kindly  loaned  by  the  Cana¬ 
dian  Fairbanks-Morse  Co.  These  tests  are  not  yet  completed. 
They  were  conducted  in  the  Blacksmith  Shop  during  the  Christ¬ 
mas  holidays,  and  had  to  be  interrupted  when  the  students 
returned,  as  a  suitable  laboratory  for  such  work  is  not  avail¬ 
able. 

3.  A  50  H.P.,  6-cylinder  chassis  has  been  loaned  by  the 
McLaughlin  Motor  Car  Co.  It  was  mounted  first  on  spe¬ 
cially  constructed  friction  pulleys,  and  the  drawbar  pull  mea¬ 
sured  by  means. of  a  friction  dynamometer.  In  this  way  it

has  been  possible  to  determine  the  losses  between  the  engine 
and  the  road  under  actual  conditions,  as  far  as  they  can  be 
reproduced  in  the  laboratory.  This  work  has  been  most  in¬ 
structive,  many  new  points  having  been  brought  out,  and  the 
manufacturers  are  very  much  interested.  Professor  Will- 
hofft  is  now  completing  the  tests  of  the  engine  only,  in  the 
laboratory.  Again  the  want  of  a  suitable  laboratory  was 
felt,  and  tests  had  to  be  carried  on  in  the  Laboratory  of  Nicol 
Hall,  by  kind  permission  of  the  Professors  in  charge. 

4.  A  small  steam  boiler  working  on  the  surface  combus¬ 
tion  principle  under  the  Bonecourt-Lucke  patents,  has  been 
given  to  the  Department  by  the  Gas  &  Oil  Combustion  Co.  of 
New  York,  and  is  ready  for  work  now.  It  is  the  first  instal¬ 
lation  of  this  kind  in  Canada,  and  Professor  Willhofft  will  be 
engaged  this  summer  in  developing  certain  phases  of  the  sur¬ 
face  combustion  method  which  have  not  yet  been  touched 
upon. 

5.  Mr.  Burroughs  has  begun  a  very  extensive  investiga¬ 
tion  of  lubricants  of  all  kinds,  but  is  not  yet  ready  to  report.
